....CGULTURE OF BUEBS == 


HYVACINTHS, Outdoor Culture in Beds or Borders. Plant in October and November. 
Any ordinary soil will do for them if well drained. Plant about 6 inches deep and 10 to 12 inches apart, and cover mod- 


- erately with straw, leaves or manure before severe weather sets in. Remove the covering in spring. 


HYACINTHS, Pot Culture. Plant in sandy loam in 5-inch pots. Insert firmly in the soil, covering the 
bulb to the tip; after watering well, set them in a cool, dark place, and leave them there until the roots become well 
established, when they can be brought to the light. 

HYACINTHS, Culture in Glass. Fill the glasses until the base of the bulb touches the water; set 
away in a cool, dark place, and as the water evaporates replenish it. Change the water every fortnight, and when the 
roots extend to the bottom of the glass, or nearly so, bring them to the light in a cool room. 

TULIPS. Culture, either out or indoors is about the same as for hyacinths; in bedding, plant them about 6 
inches apart. All single varieties force readily. 

CROCUS. Plant about 3 inches deep and 2 inches apart when used in beds or borders. They are also easily 
forced. 

NARCISSUS. The treatment is about the same as for hyacinths. The Polyanthus varieties are not hardy; the 
others are perfectly hardy. When grown in pots they should be kept in the dark a good length of time. Most all Nar- 
cissus force excellently. 

LILIES. For outdoors they should be planted as early in autumn as possible, in well drained, rich soil, and ina 
partially shaded situation. Plant from 4 to 5 inches in depth, according to size. During the winter protect well on the 
surface with a covering of manure or litter. Once firmly established, they should not be disturbed for a period of from 
four to five years. Most of the varieties succeed well as pot flowers. For forcing, they should be planted as early as 
obtainable, in 5 or 6-inch pots, using a compost of loamy soil, well-rotted manure and sand; place them in a cold place 
without watering them, where they should remain until cold weather comes on—then remove to greenhouse or warm room. 

LILWY-OF-THE-VALLEYW. For open air culture these require a partly shaded situation. Set the pips or 
clumps about 2 inches below the surface. For indoor culture, pot them in well-drained pots or flats, cover the bud to a 
depth of half an inch, place in a dark room for about two weeks, keeping them well watered; then bring to the light. 

RANUNCULUS. Not hardy, and must be well protected. For forcing, place three or four roots in a pot 
and place in a coldframe or other cool situation until the roots are started. 


ANEMONES. Require about the same general treatment as ranunculus, both in indoor and open air culture. 


SNOWDROPS. The earliest flower in spring. Plant bulbs early in autumn about 3 inches deep. They 
should not be disturbed for a number of years. 


OXALIS. Well adapted for house culture. The flowers are yellow, pink, red and white, in various shades. 
Plant in pots about 1 inch deep, about six in a pot. 


IRIS. The culture does not materially differ from that of the lily in the open air. Some varieties force readily.

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 


There must be a good depth of rich soil, properly drained. Plow or dig in a liberal dressing of thoroughly decayed 
manure, 10 to 12 cords to the acre; a rich soil of good depth 
and liberally fertilized will maintain a fine greensward perma- 
nently, needing only an occasional top-dressing. Apply odor- 
less lawn fertilizer or fine bone meal in the fall or very early 
in spring. If using stable manure, it must be thoroughly well 
rotted, and applied early in spring. After several rains have 
washed it down, the coarse residue should be raked off. 
Stable manure, even if well rotted, will produce more or less 
weeds in the lawn. New manure should never be used. A 
lawn, if well established, needs no winter protection. Nicety — 
of grading in the levels and slopes, and fineness and smooth- 
ness of surface, are essential. Make a smooth surface with 
harrow and rake, and use a roller to make it firm and even, 
before sowing the seed. Lastly—a sufficient quantity of the 
best lawn grass seed—not less than four bushels to the acre, 
or at the rate of one quart to 300 Square feet. After sowing, 
cover the seed well by raking it in lightly, and again use the 
roller to finish the work. Asa rule, the best season to sow a 
lawn is in the fall, the exact time being governed by the lati- 
tude. If sown at the proper time, the grass will be strong 
enough by winter to endure the cold safely, and the weeds, 
which will inevitably appear. being mostly annuals, will not 
have time to mature and scatter their seeds. If circumstances 
prevent fall sowing, it should be done as early in spring as 
possible, so that the young grass may be better prepared for 
the hot, dry weather of midsummer. The grass should be 
allowed to get a good start before cutting, and then it should 
be trimmed with a lawn mower about every ten days. Old 
lawns may be improved by liberal fertilization and the sowing 
of about half the quantity of seed required for a new lawn.
